io look down on the poor; and the poor, 
to tamely accept tlieir 
degradation. 


Jefferson's ideiil American ia of a sov- 
erign, of the American people, that of a 
cation of sovtreigns; und these ideals 
must be maintained to keep alive the 
spirit whioh ?.'rought out American In- 
dependence ano founded the Republic 
on principles that, rightly apprehended 
and felt, dignify the humblest citizen 
and forbid the assumption of undue 
power by the richest and tbe strongest. 


A. NEW POLITICAL EB4. 


The fathers of, the Republic iiud the 


intelligent people of the thirteen States 
emancipated themselves from the ty- 
ranny of the British Administration, 
nndeistood that they were inaxiguvating 
a. political era. Before July 4, 1776, 
the democratic principle ot Government 
bad not been formulated. From that 
date the just and enduring principle of 
equal rights as the foundation of the 
Slate, has been presented before the 
•world in imperishable language. 
The 


document enunciating it, supported the 
heroic valor which achieved indepen- 
dence. Care should be taken that its

by all our citizens, who should be 
taught to estimate it at all its proper 
worth. By all means let children be 
taught to know and - understand the 
greatest political utterance that ever in- 
spired a people. 


THE ELECT NATION. 


The people of the United States are 


alone and dignified beyond other na- 
tions, the nature ot tbeir institutions 
being regarded with and in relation to 
their fitness to appreciate and live up 
to the measure of their privileges as a 
nation. To sneer at "spread-eagleism" 
is not to abate by ore jot the trnthfull- 
ness ot this ttatement' The coromain- 
oratoa of the Fourth ot July wa* pro- 
vided for that in public holiday assem- 
bled, the absolute Tightness and strength 
of American institutions should be re- 
membered with fiUing rejoicings. 


The wisdom oi this celebratiou is as 


great now as it was in the beginning. A 
gulf still separates the American, fiotn 
other nations, almost without excep- 
tion. We point the way to liberty to 
struggling people having justified the 
principles on which we became an es- 
tablished and flourishing nationality. 
In whatever department of culture or 
material progress we may be excelled 
by other nations, we are at least ahead 
of them, in this essential matter ot right 
government ; and we profit ourselves 
and we assist the caude of humanity by 
the joyful recognition of thin fact. 
WISD6M Or 
CELEBBATINQ 
THE POTJBTH. 


Hence the wisdom of the Fourth of 


Jnly celebration, which 
the writer 


would like to see a patriotic holiday, as 
it was in the early days. There . would 
be eminent use in the revival, which 
foreign-born citizens would soon learn 
to appreciate. The tiea of common pro- 
gress, the common enjoyment of onr 
unmatched resources, free institutions 
and greatness as a people, would be 
tbe stronger vitalized by the intelligent 
patriotism which apprehends that dif- 
ference in oar political institutions, as 
compared with that, of < almost every 
other nation, which separates as from 
them, and which were -first .formulated 
and applied on this side of the Atlantic. 


Congress 
from 
Massachusetts were 


directed to vote 
for independebce 


of the mother country. Oilier colonies 
followed the leud taken by the leading 
Nuw England (Jolony. With the polil- 
'^ul sagacity and foresight which char- 
acterized him, Washington wrote: "A 
recouoi 'alien with Great Britau is im- 
possible 
When I took command of the 


linuy I aohorreu the idea of indepen- 
dence, but, now I am fully satisfied tuut 
nothing else will save us." Pennsyl- 
vania aud New York were the lust to 
take the 'i' w of iuevitableuess of sepa- 
ration and, tho wisdom of declaring it 
Eveuts of great importance followed 
rapidly. On June 7, 1776, Kiohard 
Henry Lee moved in Congress that 
"these United Colonies are and of right 
ought to 
be free and 
independent 


Statee." 
The llth of the same mouth 


his motion was adopted, and committees 
appointed, oue to present a declaraliou 
aud the other a plan of confederation. 
When the declaration committee re- 
ported, on June 28th, no action was 
taken, the delegates of New ifork and 
Pennsylvania not being prepared to 
•vote for the Declaration, in the absence 
of authority from those colonies. 
The 


opportune time arriving tbe vote was 
taken by 'jolouies, and every delegate 
voted "aje." 
Then the momentous 


paper was signed by the fifty-six dele- 
gates present. As adopted and promul- 
gated the declaration differed but little 
from '.he druft written by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who was chairman of the com- 
mittee having the matter in charge. 


THE AMERICAN POLITICAL OObPEL. 


In Independence Hall, Philadelphia, 


accompanied by tbe clanging of the Lib- 
erty bell in tbe cupola of that building, 
American freedom was born by the 
adoption of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. And then, the first tiuae ia the 
history of the world, a people adopted 
these "self evident" truths: "That all 
men are created equal; that they are en- 
dowed, by their Creator, with certaiu 
inalienable rights; that among thebe are 
Hfp, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. 
That, to secure these rights, 


governments are instituted among men. 
deriving their just powers from the con- 
bent of the governed; that, wherever 
any form of government becomes de- 
structive ot these ends, it is the right of 
the people to alter or to abolish it, and 
to institute a new government, laying 
its foundation ou such principles, and 
organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happiness." 


On this basis tbe structure of Ameri- 


can institutions has been reared. Care 
should be taken that every citizen, aad 
every child capable of learning, should 
be made acquainted with its principles. 
HAKLY HKABTY CELEBBATIONS OF THE DAT. 


In the early times of tho Kepublic, 


and until a comparatively recent dute, 
the reading in full of the Declaration of 
Independence was regarded as indis- 
pensable to the completeness of the 
Fourth of July celebration. This whole- 
some custom has been largely discon- 
tinued, as the interest of people m the 
events of the Revolutionary War, has 
become more remote, and as tbe pro- 
portion of foreign-born citizens has be- 
come larger. 


Those who participated in the strug- 


gle for liberty, their sous and grandsons 
did not neglect what was the one es- 
sential element in tho doings of the 
ohief festival day of the year; and it may 
be doubted whether the more polished 
utierances of Fourth of July orations 
heard in these days, possesses the force 
and manly strength of those heard in 
earlier limes. The 
achievement 
of 


Freedom and the glorious traditions of 
the conflict which was the price paid for 
it, inspired the enthusiasm of the first 
celebrations, an enthusiasm which sur- 
vived the first generations of citizens, 
and which still characterizes patriotic 
meetings held in country places, where 
a parade and speeches are rare occur- 
rences. 
VALUABLE BESULTS OP THIS HEABTINESS. 


How far does this account for the in- 


dubitable fact that our wisest and most 
patriotic statesmen, those tbe most jeal- 
ous to maintain the public virtue which 
is indispensable to the maintenance of 
free institutions, have been born and 
reared in country places, and have
